The  hour  and  article  of  thanksgiving  ought  to 

 b-'Trnt  a  day  !W*t  apart  in  the  year  for  such  expres- 
sion, but  recognition  that  real  gratitude  is  not 

 of  time  but  of  eternity.  The  ltR%h  Pealm  Is  a 

povvi'iTul  reminder  of  the  awe  that  .should  dwell 
in  gratitude  to  the  Divine  for  mercies  that  are 
perennial,  and  of  how  man  should  praise  the 
Lord,  "for  Hi.s  ^^0(Klnc.s.s.  and  for  His  wonderful 
works  to  the  children  of  men.'  There  are  hints 
In  that  Psalm  of  a  failure  In  man  to  discern  and 
be  grateful  for  the  works  of  beneficence  that  He 
all  around.  The  Psalmist  tells  of  the  power  of 
Ood  evident  In  the  processes  of  Nature.  The'les- 
.son  of  that  notable  Psalm  i.s  how  luini.in  h^ings 
are  disposed  to  think  but  little  of  the  normal,  to 
~  take  It  for  granted,  notjactually  to  be  ungrateful, 
— but  apathetic  about  It  all.  Then,  one  day  in  the 

 year  Is  set  aside  for  thanksgiving  for  God's 

—  benefits,  for  recognition  In  a  spirit  of  gratitude 
of  tlie  punrtu:il  revolution  of  a  myriad  suns. 

What  a  dlfTerent  outlook  there  would  be  were 
there  an  alert  and  perpetual  realization  of  the 
loving  kindness  which  invests  the  processes  In 
this  world  of  ours.  It  is  customary  to  unite  In  a 
Te  Deum  at  what  mankind  chooses  to  regard  as 
some  turning  point  In  history;  a  day  of  thanks- 
giving Is  set  aside  annually,  primarily  as  an  out- 
ward and  visible  expression  of  gratitude  for  the 
harvest  that  ha.s  been  garnered.  Gratitude  for 
the  works  of  God  should  be  inherent  in  all  hearts, 
and  praise  should  always  be  mingled  with 
prayers,  for  all  the. year  round  we  are  eating  the 
dally  bread  berau.se  of  the  growth  of  the  seed  to 
ear.  The  dehclency  in  the  matter  of  gratitude, 
and'  it  Is  a  deflclencir  iM^parent  on  all  sides.  Is 
empha.sl7ed  by  the  spa.smodic  desire  for  the  orra- 
sional  day  of  Intercession,  of  humiliation  or  of 
penltenee.  Thdt  i*  due  to  the  wave  of  contrition 
that  intermittently  .sweeps  through  the  human 
mind.

The  Cariboo  road  through  the  Fraser  Can- 
yon was  not  completed  until  four  years 
later,  and  in  the  meantime  the  Harri.son 
route  was  the  sole  one  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  food' and  supplies. 

Today  the  hot  springs  are  reached  by 
highways,  one  following  the  north  side  of 
the  Fraser  and  the  other  on  the  south 
.^;de,  the  traveler  crossing  the  river  on  the 
Rosedale-Aga&slz  ferry.  Both  highways 
are  in  excellent  condition  and  the  springs 
may  be  reached  easily  In  less  than  three 
hours  from  Vancouver.

IT  ta  very  good  news  that  a  Curonatlrai 
Planting 'Committee  haTbeen  formed,  the 
purpose  of  which  is  to  prepai  e  a  great  national 
scheme  for  commemoratinK  ilie  Coronation  of 
JCIng  Edward  VIII  bv  iiuprc  mn  Ei:«land  with 
trees  and  flowers  both  in  towna  and  the  open 
countryside,  says  a  writer  In  the  current  Issue 
of  Amateur  Oardenlng. 

Tree  planting  must  alwaj-s  Int.  rrst  all  who 
are  amateur  Rardenors,   iiiKi  t  ,*\,.  e/ery 

desire  to  see  such  worl^  carried  on  wlierever 
reasonable  pomlbillty  exists.  The  more  one 
medilatea  and  triea  to  vLsuali/e  tins  country 
of  oura  made  verdant  with  floun.  Iuhk  trees 
aloiKfside  it*  arterial  and  Ijy-pa.s  minis  and 
on  the  village  greens,  the  more  eager  we  be- 
come to  beholdf  the  realisation  of  our  dieama. 
— Hobody  can  realiae  better  than  rVeen  horti- 
culturtet  how  great  and  pre.sslnK  Is  the  ne<'d 
that  ever\ thing  pavslble  .shall  Ijr  done  to  lak.- 
the  raw  edge  off  the  crude  b.u-eucss  of  modern 
building,  encroaching  as  it  has  been  doing 
upon  the  natural  beauty  of  our  countryside. 
rtm  artist  feela  thla  need,  and  we  have  no 
dealre  to  ral.se  a  doubt  about  that  fact,  but. 
wh^n  of  dire  ne«ces.sity  It  U  easenttal  to  pay* 
heed  to  the  hard,  stubborn  truth  that  the 
purely  artistic  haa  iometlmea  to  make  oom- 
promises  wttb  or  even  saerlflees  for  the  utili- 
taitaa  dsmanda  of  present-day  life.  It  ha.s  got 
to  bf  admitted  that  the  ideas  of  an  artut 
often  clash  violently  with  that  «Mcb  la 
aoundly  practical. 

Technical  Knowledge  _ 

THERE  ■  a  good  deal  of  the  artistic  char- 
acter In  the  make-up  of  a  gfiSd  hortleul- 
turlat.  but  to  the  atUlnment  of  his  sutus  as 
a  'plantaman  and  gardener  he  has  learned 
when  and  where  limitation  of  posMbllitv  steps 
in  to  Impose  modifications  in  plana  which  aiw 
simply  and  purely  artstlc. 

Nearly  twenty  associations,  elub*  and  insU* 
tutea  are  represented  on  a  general  committee 
to  deal  with  thla  importan'  mat'T.  Well  and 
good,  for  It  u  dealrable  that  every  poaalble 
section  of  the  community  aball  lake  *  band 
to  the  taak.  and  lend  every  aaatstanoe  to  carry. 
Ing  out  of  the  acheme  when  It  la  ultimately 
shaped  In  concrete  form;  but  we  are  anxious 
that  the  actual  plan  of  procedure,  the  selection 
of  planting  sites  and  of  the  right  trees  for  the 
many  different  aituationa  and  environments, 
and  the  sup^lntendence  of  the  planting  ^hall 
be  er)tru.stef)  to  those,  and  oi  lv  Un<^f,  v>  iio 
have  real  practical  knowlPfiKe  of  arboriculture. 

Care  Is  Required

trees  have  to  be  tiorribly  mutilated  because 
they  grow  where  they  ahould  not  have  been 
planted,  that  we  shudder  at  the  thought  of 
what  may  happen  if  a  great  national  scheme 
of  planting  Is  launched  with  emhu.slasm  sans 
knowledge  It  would  not  be  the  first  time  the

Oil  xLtid  Sanctions

MINERAL  oU  was  dlsoovered  by  early 
man  In  his  nomadic  wanderlnta  about 
Europe  and  Asia.  He  came  ui)on  va- 
rious seepages,  and  aroimd  these  he  dug  small 
wella  or  holai.  using  tha  oU  f or  medicinal  pur- 
poses Only  In  a  few  rare  cases  did  he  re- 
alise its  use  for  Illumination.  Strangely 
enough  the  realization  of  the  full  values  of  oil 
is  one  of  civilisation's  most  recent  di.scoverles 
Down  thrombi  the  agla  the  east  reservoirs  of 
oil  remained  untapped  In  the  bowels  Of  the 
earth,  while  man  lived  in  gloom  and  darkness, 
never  realizing  that  beneath  hLs  fe<'t  was  a 
liquid  that  could  light  all  the  earth  for  a 
thousand  years. 

It  was  not  until  1889.  in  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania, that  the  first  oU  weU  waa  drilled.  Prior 
to  the  development  of  this  first  weU.  Uhimtaa- 
tion  had  been  supplied  by  tallow  candles  and 
tallow  and  whale  oil  used  In  lamps.  Factory 
machinery,  lubricated  with  melted  beef-fat. 
whale,  lard,  rapeseed  and  oUv»  oils,  groaned 
and  wiuewd  and  bumed.   Bnglne  designers 

and  nm<hinLst.s,  visioning  high-.speed  and 
heavy-duty  machines,  cursed  the  inefTecUve- 
neas  of  tho  existing  lubrlcanU  and  laid  aside 
their  h(.p»>.'s  and  plans.  In  the  cities  men  were 
puzzling  for  a  solution  to  the  acute  problem 
of  supplying  illumination  to  the  ever  inrrea- 
Ing  population.  Truly,  vegetable  a-sd  aninial 
Oils  had  proved  their  Inadequacy  to  the  needs 
of  the  growing  Industrialised  dYlUsatlon.  It 
became  imperative  that  some  discovery  .must 
bo  mada  to  riBw>r  tha  erissa.  :  , 

11  serni-s  to  u.s  now  rather  strange  that  it 
was  in  Pennsylvania,  and  not  in  Euu)pe  or 
Asiai-that  the  first  Mil  was  drilled,  and 
stranger  rtUl  that  the  attention  of  Uie  cul- 
tured and  inquiring  minds  of  the  early  Eu- 
ropeans ara  Asiatics  wa*  n'^ver  drawn  to  the 
visible  seepages.  That  no  attention  wa.s  p..id 
to  these  seepages,  which  had  been  famih.u  to 
maa  sinea  the  days  of  hla  nomadic  wanderings, 
was  due.  perhaps,  to  the  fact  that  no  great 
need  was  felt  for  better  iilMminatlon  than  that 

prO»idsd-by  tallow  and  whale  oils. 


Tha  First  Oil  Well 

WITH  the  development  o<  the  first  well, 
in  18»9,  the  speed  and  tempo  and  way  of 
'  life  were  changed  almost  overnight  Speed 
and  power  became  the  symboUsma  of  tiie  day. 
High-speed  and  heavy-dut^  Inachlnery  was 
brought  Into  u.se  No  loiigeir  had  the  ma- 
chinists and  desiKiu  rs  to  Worry  about  bumed 
bearings  and  cracked  olmders  Now  they  had 
a  lubricant  that  was  refined  for  every  need, 
ih  u  distributed  evenly  and  cooipleUly  at  high 
.s,>..  <K  a  lubricant  that  did  BOt  bum  and

DtaHi  of  Jonat  Hanway 

ON  .S<-ptrnil>.  r  S,  178fl,  Jon.i,  KaOWay. 
who  enjoyed  great  contem|x>rary  fame 
aa  a  traveler  and  a  philanthropist,  but 
arho  is  now  remembered  chiefly  as  the  man 
who  Uitroduoed  umbrellas  Into  ETngland,  died 
in  London  at  the  age  of  .s»nenty-foiir 

He  was  bom  on  August  12,  1713.  at  Porta- 
mouth:  where  Ma  father  carried  on  business 

lit  a  victualler,  and  at  the  age  of  sf'ventcen 
he  was  apprenticed  to  a  merclianl  at  Lisbon, 
in  Portugal.  A  few  years  Ister  he  set  up  in 
business  on  his  own  account  in  London,  and 
afterwards  mlgrsted  to  Ruasls.  where  he  eon- 
ducted  trading  ojierations  from  St  Petei  ^l)urg 
until  1750.  By  that  time  he  had  amassed  a 
considerable  fortune  from  his  many  enter- 
prises,  snd  ha  then  returned  to  London,  where 
he  devoted  himself  to.  a  hfe  of  pliilanthropy 
and  xN  lai  servloe  Until  hla  death,  thtrtynla 
year^  later. 

Went  to  Persia 

IN  1743  he  had  left  St.  Petersburg  to  make  a 
trading  trip  Into  Persia,  which  o(  i  upied 
over  a  year,  and  on  his  return  Journey  to 
England  In  1790  he  had  made  an  extehslve  tour 
in  Oermany  and  HollarKl.  His  experiences 
and  adventures  on  these  two  occasions  pro- 
\ui«"d  liim  with  a  ma.s  of  int<'re.st ing  material 
fur  a  book  of  travels,  which  he  published  in 
1753  under  the  title  of  "An  Historical  Aecount 
of  the  British  Trade  Over  the  Caspian  Sea, 
Wilh  a  Journal  FY' in  I>)ndon  Tlirough  Rus- 
sia into  F'eiM.i,  III.  I  .  was  Uil.s  buok  which 
brought  him  his  conteniporary  fame  as  a 
traveler. 

His  activities  B.S  a  philant hrop.  .t  and  s-s  a 
reformer  were  both  numerous  and  varied.  He 
was  one  of  the  early  governors  of  the  Pound* 
ling  Hospital;  he  was  largely  responsible  for 
the  establishment  of  the  Magdalen  Hospital 
and  the  inaiigiiralion  of  s  beiirr  sNstem  of 
birth  rcguitratio&  iti  London,  he  was  the 
founder  of  the  Marine  Society,  which  had  for 
Its  object  the  reform  of  Juvenile  rnrtiina  -  hv 
training  them  lo  b£i.oiiie  Vamen.  and  a*  iiie 
time  of  his  desth  he  was  engaged  in  an  ac- 
tive campaign  for  tiie  abolition  of  chimney- 
sweeping  by  small  boys,  which  had*  tang  m* 
acted  a  heaw  toll  of  death  and  Injury  but 
tills  reform  was  not  effected  until  nearly  a 
century  later  by  the  untiring  agitation  and 
efforts  of  another  great  philanthropist.  Lord 
Shaftesbury.

Earlier  Bloom  Indoors 

AS  most  gardeners  know,  when  dilffodiLs 
are  grown  taslda  far  Wtottr  hkMNntof  a 
certain  length  of  lime  is  required  for  the  bulbo 
to  root  before  sending  up  the  tlowar  spUct. 
The  usual  time  for  blooming  has  boon  from 
early  February  on  till  Spring. 

After  tho  bulb  flowon  outdoors  in  the 
Spring,  the  plant  contlnuee  growlnc  for  several 
weeks  until  It  develops  a  strong,  plump  bulb 
with  a  tiny  little  flower  bud  in  the  centre  for 
the  ne«t  season's  glory.  When  the  bulb  ripens 
the  leavaa  die  down— like  th:t»'  tops  of  an  onion 
and  the  bulb  remains  toacUva  durtof  q>a 
hot  Summer.  In  the  early  Fall  the  roots  bSfto 
growing,  and  before  Winter  .sets  in  there  ia  ft 
rich  mass  of  white  roots  all  developed 

Aa  a  matter  of  fact,  during  those  Summer 
months  the  bulb  ia  nol  onctly  dormant.  There 
la  a  biological  change:  the  embnro  bod  to- 
creases  In  size,  .so  that  by  Fall.  If  a  bulb  Is  cut 
down  through  the  centre,  a  good-siaed  yellow- 
ish flower,  tightly  folded,  but  parfict  to  Sll 
tU  parts,  la  ravaaM. 

It  has  been  TOoentUr  dtoiovarad  timt  If  th« 
dry  bulbs  are  .subjected  to  certain  temperaturo 
controls  during  the  Summer,  the  little  bud  to 
the  centre  develops  much  fa.^ipr,  and  If  the 
bulba  wa  potted  early  to  root  thoroughly  they 
can  ba  brought  toto'the  sitting-room  window 
early  enough  to  provide  daffodils  to  Uoom  for 
Christmas  morning. 

Since  this  .secret  was  di-^rovered  the  daffodil- 
bulb  growers  have  been  building  expensive 
oold  storage  planU  to  which  to  mature  theea 
early  blooming  bulba  for  oomflyerclal  growers 
and  for  daffodil  Imeia  wli>  grow  totpatlent

Along  tht  Red  Deer 

WHILB I  have  never  been  fortunate  enough 
t/o  vi.sit  the  famous  fwsll  dl.strirl  aloiiR 
the  Red  Deer  River.  I  know  vriy  familiarly 
the  upper  valleys  of  the  two  creeks^iat  enter 
on  the  west  side,  tW  Knee  tflTT  snrt  Trtiree 
Kills,  with  the  latter's  tributary,  the  Ohont 
Pine.

sand.stone  have  bern  deLnrl^ed  from  the  face 
of  the  upland,  either  by  slii^iiiK  or  by  erosion, 
and  stand  out  In  the  valley  as  hllLs  a  hundred 
feet  or  more  in  height.  When  a  shower  of  rain 
falls  it  washes  away  any  seeds  that  may  have 
been  dropjjed  on  these  b.id  land'  butte.s,  and 
St  other  time«  they^e  too  dry  to  nourish  any 
bdt  desert  planta."

A  Great  Movement    — 

THE  close  of  the  Cretaceous  was  one  of 
great  mountain-building  movements  all 
over  the  world  and  Western  Canada  was  not 
eaospted; — Intense  -prsisine  itaffba4litt>ammii 

folded  the  rocks  of  the  K<^x-ky  Mountain 
trough,  fractured  them  for  hundreds  of  miles 
and  forced  the  j^er  rocks  out  over  the  younc.

Boston,  come  dogs  from  all  over  the  country,
